A $179,221,000,^00 Debt 


The national debt of the four leading participants in the 


World War, according to the research department of a na- 
tional banking institution; amounted to $179,221,000,0.00 .at 
the close of 1923. This staggering sum is reduced to $73,000,- 
'000,000 when allowance is made for inflation as measured by 
the wholesale price index of each country. 


The internal debt of France, according to the bank report, 


was $52,000,000,000 and the external debt $28,000,000,000 
at the time the figures were compiled. Great Britain had an 
internal debt of $32,000,000,000 and an external debt of $6,- 
000,000,000. The internal debt of- Itaiy was $18,000,000,000 
while the external debt was $19,000,000,000. The United 
States had no external debt and its internal debt'was $21,916,- 
000,000. 


These' figures make France's debt over 30 per cent of her 


total wealth, and England 35.71 per cent. Italy's total indeb- 
tedness is a fraction less than that of France, while the United 
States, on the firmest ground, owed only 631 of her total 
wealth. On a per capita basis Great Britain's debt was $531.89, 
France's 450.13, Italy's $163.55 and the United "States 
$131.95. 


The figures give a new angle on the cost of war, for the 


debts are largely the result of. war expenditures. Is there any; 
wonder Europe today is in a state of interminable chaos?

of revenue. 


The legislature recently enacted a law making it a violation 


for any community to maintain motorcycle policemen whose 
sole compensation is derived from fines from automobile law 
violators. The law likewise compels communities to turn a 
large part of the proceeds of fines over to the state. Automobile 
tourists who have taken the New York and New England 
trips know Colonie well. It is, or was; the most notorious speed 
trap in the country. The town's expenses were paid by auto- 
mobile fines; the slightest infraction of speed laws brought se- 
vere pecuniary penalties—always pecuniary, for jail'sentences 
could not be .turned into cash. A town hall is said to have been 
built on the proceeds. The two motorcycle cops were paid ac- 
cording to arrests and proceeds from arrests.

A traveler who has recently visited a city with a fine union 


railroad station wrote to a newspaper expressing her pleasure 
in the cleanness, neatness and convenience enjoyed there. 
Then she made a constructive suggestion as follows: 


"I find one fault, a fault with all union stations. There are 


no available maps that travelers can inspect to study out rail- 
roads, their directions and connections." 


Railroad timetables and folders do not meet this need. As 


any traveler who has studied timetable maps knows, each rail- 
road is its own geographical authority. It pulls towns about 
and straightens rivers and leaves out other railroads —natural- 
ly enough—and even omits crossing points. Such maps are 
only mildly helpful, and are of chief importance in whiling, 
away a tedious journey by giving the traveler something with 
which to check off the weary miles.

The sort of map the letter writer wants as. an accurate wall 


map of the United States, showing all important railroad lines 
clearly in different colors. Such a map should be latge enough 
to be seen readily by more than one. person at a time. It could 
be made a decorative-and beautiful thing, increasing the ar- 
tistic charm of the station—modern railroad stations are being 
built on the theory that .beauty does not interfere with service 
—as well as its usefulness to the traveling public-. _

HOUSE FURNISHED 


BY SUBSTITUTIONS 


In moving from small quarters to 


larger ones, especially where there is 
not a great deal of money to be. spent, 
the problem of furnishings can often 
be solved by judicious 
arrangement,

to supply the 


room with comforts. 


As a beginning, a 
despised 
but 


sturdy white bed, with its fittings, was 
brought down from the attic. Unob- 
trusively placed, and covered with a 
huge, soft-figured Indian-print hang- 
ing, bought a number of years before 
in Glasgow, the bed looked presentable, 
if not distinguished.
